This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment - After Non-Final 
Rejection, filed 07/15/2008. Claims 4, 7-10, 12-22, 24-27, 29, 30, 32-34, 38-44, 46, 47, 
50, 57, & 58 are pending in the instant application; of which Claims 4, 12, 46, 47, & 50 
are currently amended. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 11, 23, 28, 31, 35-37, 45, 48, 49, 51-56, 59, & 
60 are canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments with respect to Claims 4, 12, 46, 47, & 50 have been 
fully considered and are entered. The 1 12-enablement rejections of Claim 4, 46, 47, & 
50 has been withdrawn per amendment. The 1 12-indefinite rejection of Claim 48 is 
withdrawn per amendment. The objection to Claims 4, 7-10, 12-22, 24-27, 29, 30, 32- 
35, 37-44, 57, & 58 are withdrawn per amendment.
